New YORK, September 17.—A eplen- 


did'ovation wag given John L. Sullivan 
at Madison Square garden tonight. Nine 
thoiiHand men and about 300 women 
lent themselves to the occasion and 
showered wild applause when the ex- 
champion appeared la the ring to wind up 
the benefit witb a bout with Jim Corbett, 
hie victorious opponent. The applause 
aa Bullivan'n burley frame appeared was 
something awful. Sullivan turned from 
right to left and bowed his head, but 
the cheering grew wilder and Sullivan 
folded bis anna across hia breaet and 
turned hia eyes toward the roof to con- 
ceal the moisture that dimmed them. 
Then Ooibett leaped over tbo ropea and 
hastening to the center of the ring took 
Sullivan's bare tiando in hia gloved oaea, 


Quiet was rvstoied and the ex-chatn- 


pion Bpoke briefly, heartily thanking ttio 
people for such » reception after his de- 
feat. Ho said lie had nothing but praiaa 
for Oorhett, and if he continued in tbo 
right path he could hold tbo champion- 
ship as many years as he (Sullivan) did. 
Ho had no excuse to make for hie de- 
feat, Baying that when a defeated man 
makes excuses he makes the great mis 
take ol hia life. 


Corbett also apoke a few words, saying 


that he would try and hold the cham- 
piouahipaa long aa Sullivan did. 


Time was thon called. If tho crowd 


expected any heavy hitting it was disap- 
pointed, as tho exhibition consisted of 
three very tame rounds. All eorta ol ad- 
vice was shouted at Sullivan, euch as 
"Give him the right, John," "Now got 
in a good one for revenge;" but the ex- 
champion smiled sadly and continued to 
exchange light blows.

rowly escaped destruction.

ANOTHER OPINION 


ON THE LEGALITY OF THE RICU- 


1ST&AT10N. 


Attorney J. P. Meux Gives His Views. 


Believes the Hegristration 


is Valid. 


County Clerk A. C. Williams has re- 


ceived an opinion on the legality of the 
present registration from Attorney J. P. 
Meux, who sustains tbe views of J. A. 
Cooper, tbe 
Ukiah attorney, whose 


opinion Tuu REPUBLICAN has already 
published. Says Mr. Meux: 


I have examined the authorities cited 


by Mr. Cooper and made a someweat 
hurried investigation ol others bearing 
upon this matter, and am led to the con- 
clusion tbat tbe views entertained by 
Mr. Coopor are correct, aud that he is 
fully sustained in the position he has 
taken, that a ^registration of votere 
who are already on the great register, 
placed there prior to the 100 days before 
election, is unnecessary. 


Three points, that might ba elaborated 


to groat length, appear to me to be ab- 
Bolntely conclusive of tho proposition, 
TIK: 


First—The limited causes prescribed 


by the statute for chfiUeiixing a votur'e 
right to cast his ballot. (Political Code, 
1230). 


Second—That section 1094, Political 


Code, cannot, in the very nature of the 
caae, be construed otberwiee than direc- 
tory, merely. 


Third—That a denial (o tbe voter's 


right to cast his ballot under auch cir- 
cumstances would contravene the very 
letter and spirit of the constitution of the 
Btate and of tho constitution and lavu of 
the Unittd States; and an attempt on 
the part of any state to make or enforce 
such a provision would bo to abridge the 
citizen's free exorcise of the elective 
franchise.

It has been repeatedly held 
tbat 


where the statute tpeciliea tho time 
within which a public ollicer is to per- 
form on act regarding the rights and du- 
ties of others, it will be construed as di- 
rectory, merely, unless the nature of tho 
act required to bo done, ag alao the lan- 
guage employed, show that a limitation 
upon tbe power to t e exorcised was in- 
tended. Cooloy Contl. Urns, 89; Slay- 
ton vs. Huliugs, 7 Ind.,M4; Wood ve. 
Ohapin.13 Now York, 501); State VB. 
Baker! Supra; People vs. Wood. (! 
Wend, -180. 


In view of tho fact that tho statute 


provides, as wo have said, for tho voter 
to show his right to cast hia vote at tho 
lime ol tl:o election, by eiroply showing 
that ho is upon the register, and other- 
wise qualified, without going into the 
question of bow ho not upon the reRis- 
ter, is sufficient, I think, to show that 
the evident intent of the legislature was 
that flection 1091 should not prescribe u 
limit ui time withiu which registration 
should bouliji or withiu which the name 
ol the voter anouM be placed upon the 
reRiflter; or that he should he debarred 
of the exercise ol the privilege, unless he 
appeared to have been registered within 
a limited or fixed time. 


(0) 1 do not mean to say tbat a state 


has not a perfect right to regulate the 
matter of election and the method of de- 
termining who are qualified electors, and 
to tliis end to require registration. But 
that a registration that would, in effect, 
debar a citizen from voting, would be 
cont rary to the constitution of 
the 


United States and of thifl state.

By section 2007 of the revised statutes 


treating of the elective franchise, it ii 
provided Ibat "whenever under tho con 
Htitution or the laws of any etato, or the 
laws of any territory, any act ia required 
to bo done by a cit'z>;n, as a prerequisite 
to qualify him to voto, the offer by such 
citizen to yerform tho act required to he 
done, shall, if it fail to be carried into 
execution by reason of tht» wrongful act 
or omission of tho person or officer 
charged witli tbe duty of receiving or 
permitting such performance, or offer 
to porform, or acting thereon, be deemed 
and L.eld HB a performance in law of such 
act; and the person so offering and fail- 
ing to vote, aud being otherwise quali- 
fied, ehall be entitled to voto in tbe samo 
manner and to tbe same extent aa if be 
bad in fact performed Buch act." 


It eeemfi to me perfectly cleartbatthia 


section of the federnl statute IB but an 
enlargement of what fa intended by the 
fourteenth amendment, which prohibits 
a state from abridging the privileges or 
immunities of tbo citizen, as also that of 
the slate constitution 
conferring tbe 


right of franchise. And that a statute 
which requires registration, that wonld 
bo impracticable in many of the coun- 
ties of this state, wonld be absolutely 
void.

quest tho trustees to take immediate 
tej 5 to extend 
the sewer system 


hroughout the city limits. 


The board passed a resolution reqaeat- 
ig all citizens aud property owners to 
IBO that cleanliness is observed in their 
Jack yards and that they purify their 
vaults and cesspools with lime. 


Health Officer Maupin, who is aho 


lealth officer for the county, will shortly 
make a visit through tho city additions 
or the pnrpose of inspecting their eani- 
ary condition. 
. He recently made a tour of inspection 
brough the back yards of the business 
>locke in this city, and found them 
ileaner than they had ever been before, 
die also visited the restaurants and Ba- 
ooaB, and found them in a hundred per 
cent better condition than they were a 
year ago. 


The state board of health has issued a

Minatea of the meeting of tbe executive 


committee of the GaUforoia State Raisin 
Growers 
aeaoeiation, held at 
Iro- 


quoia hall, Freano, this 17th day of Sep- 
tember, 1892. 


Chairman D. T. Fowler called the 


meeting to order at 8.30 a.m. There 
was a very large attendance ol the com- 
mittee. 


The secretary read the call issued by 


the committee inviting all the packers 
of the state to meet them in conference. 


Tne chairman stated that complaints 


jad been made to tbe association that 
Messrs. Griffin & Skelly and the Home 
Packing company had been advertising 
and selling 3-crown London layers rai- 
sins at $1.45 per box, which was a cat 
of 20 cents a box on the price agreed 
upon, and that several complaints had 
jeeu addressed to the committee that 
(irifiin & Skolly had received orders and 
undertaken to fill them for 3-crown layer 
raisins at prices 'which bad been refused 
by other packers on account of their be- 
lag below the agreed price, and he called 
upon tbe secretary to read the letters of 
complaint and also the letters that had 
aeeii received from Messrs, Griffin & 
skelly and the Home Packing company 
in relation thereto. 


The secretary then read a letter from 


Messrs. Meiga & Straut, bearing da e of 
September 13th, and which appeared in 
THE UuruuLiCAN on September 15tb, a 
letter from the Producers' Raisin Pack- 
iuE company, under date of September 
15th; a letter of the Homo Packing com- 
pany, under date of September 14th. 
These letters also appeared in TUB KE- 
rt'BUCAN. 


The principal indictment was con- 


tained in a letter which had been re- 
ceived by the association that morning 
from Messrs. Meigs & Straut, in which 
they complain of a statement made by 
Mr. Griffin in their office in San I'ran- 
cieco that the firm of Griffin & Skelly are 
offering a eecond grade raisin twocrown, 
which ihey brand three crown, and that 
is what they nre selling, though they do 
not eo state to the parties who are buy- 
ing the goods. They state that the 
goods are three crown and equal to any 
other three-crown goods from the Pa- 
cific coast. They further Bay that this 
ttitement was made in their office by 
Sir. Griffin hiraeulf personally . in the 
preeence of A. Meige and F. M. Meigs 
on last Saturday. They demand that 
the goode Bold by Griffin & Skolly shall 
be properly branded two crown, AS the 
grade calls for, and not three crown, nnd 
they object to allowing Griffin & BkelJy 
to fill the orders they have, taken as 
three-crown goode from two-crown rai- 
sins branded as three. 


Letters were read from Meeara. Grnfin 


& Skcily; aleo n letter from Mceera 
TreichlinRer & Stern, commission brok- 
ers of St. Louie, addressed to Heiga & 
Straut, in which they Bay : 


"Wo enclose circular ieflued by Uncle 


Jack. You will bee that his quotatienB 
on 3-crown London layers are if 1.45, 
while we sold for you at $1.G5, and we 
are having Ibis circular nliowu to na 
with a creel deal of dissatisfaction on the 
part of the buyers. Please let ua know 
how it cornea that Armsby can offer ral- 
aine for less thau wo do. Kindly return 
circular to us in answer to this letter." 


The circular eucloaad in letter offers 


crown Fresno chofce 3-crown Londons at 
$1.45. Theee raisins are packed by the 
Home Packing company of Freano, 


Mr. Chad dock then took the stand and 


tried to justify ths course taken by bis 
companv on tho ground that a second 
quality layer could be branded either 3- 
crown or 2-crown us one chooses. 


The president asked Mr. Chad Joule if 


tio, after having joined tho combination, 
bad anv right to advertise or egrea to 
sella2-crown raisin ander" a 3-crown 
brand. Mr. Chsddssk answered tb*i 
any one was at liberty to sell their 2- 
crown raisinB and brand them 88 they 
saw fit. He contended that this power 
to sell 'J-crown raising under a 3 crown 
brand was ngread upon in San Francisco 
by the packers on August 10th, and 
formed part ol tbe agreement made by 
tho packers with tin association at their 
meeting on the 17tb. This was denied 
by all. Mr. Applecarth on behalf of the 
Producers' Packing company, Mr. Olnfa 
of the Fresno Raisin Packing company, 
Mr. Noble and several other packers 
who were present at the meeting on Au- 
gust 17th, all of whom contradicted Mr. 
.^haddock in this particular. Colonel 
forsyth informed tbe meeting that he 
was present at San Francisco when the 
agreement waa beinu signed and it w«s 
shown to him, and that agreement was 
the eairje as the one produced in Fresno, 
which provided for & 3-crown London 
layer at $L(i5, aud a 2-ciovrn London 
layer at $.45. 


Colonel Forsyth then toot the stand 


and eald that the commission packers 
charyed the growera for packing layers 
40 cents a box, and last year they packed 
the 2-crown layers in boxed instead of 
Backs, paid the carriage on them to the 
eastern market and sold them at 85 
cente a DOT. 
The purchaser immediately 


put them into aacbe and sold tnem as 
sacked goods at Backed prices. 


It being now 12.30 o'clock an adjourn- 


ment was taken for dinner, and a com- 
mittee of three were appointed consist- 
ing of John 8. Core, Alex Gordon and 
Colonel Trovelyan, to draw up a resolu- 
tion to be submit ted to the meeting on 
tbe reassembling after dinner. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Captain Monies ailed the meeting to 


order at 2 o'clock. The committee ap 
pointed in the morning session recom- 
mend the passage of the following reso- 
lution, which they embodied aud made 
their report.
